Slashes in municipal expendi- 
tures, including the extinguishing 
of every other street light in the 
city, cut of S per cent in depart- 
ment expenses, and aggregating 
an estimated saving of $800,000 
a year, were agreed upon yester- 
day in a conference between 
Mayor Curley and heads or repre- 
sentatives of the various muni- 
cipal departments. 

Every department of the city ex- 
cept the police department was 
represented, according to the 
Mayor, sithough Police Commis- 
sioner Hultman was sent a formal 
notice of the meeting and then 
was further informed of it by tele- 
phone. 

The Mayor and ihc conferees de- 
cided to extinguish half of the 
city's 5000 are lights, beginning 
June 1, which will mean a saving 
of about $127,000 for the balance of 
the year. 

An item of $24,000 wanted by po- 
lice for the purchase of forty new 
aJ;omohilcs was scratched, an item 
of $50,000 fo, granolithic sidewalks 
«as eliminated, ami thre items ot 
$2!) 000 each for upkeep of public 
buildings, for fuel, and for station 
ery, postage and supplies, and one 
of $50,000 that was to go into the 
reserve fund for accident claims 
and contingencies — all were crossed 
off 

in addition, the mayor issued 
warning to all city employes that 
a saving of five per cent in ex- 
penditure? muBt be made In all 
departments, some way or other— 
which would mean a further saving 
of $435,000 on the basis of his $8,- 
750,000 budget. 

If this saving Is not evident, by 
next Dec. 10, every city employe 
will be forced to take a week's va- 
cation without nav. Curlev said.

Mayors, Headed by Curicy, 
Win President's Support; 
to Provide R. F. C. Loans 



Washington, May 6 iINS)- 
President Roosevelt has pledged 
federal aid to the great American 
cities now facing financial ruin 
through depleted public IrcHaurirr., 
it. was learned today. 

The President has agreed to in- 
clude In the administration bank- 
ing reform bill, a. section authoris- 
ing the cities to borrow for one 
year from federal reserve banks 
on tax anticipation warrants. 
This will rescue such cities as 
Boston, New Vork, Philadelphia, 
Pittsburgh, Cleveland, Detroit, 
Milwaukee, Chicago and many 
others from their immediate fi- 
nancial plights. 

The municipal relief was won 
by a special commit tee of May- 
ors •lames M. Curley of Boston, 
T. S. Walmslev of New Orleans, 
and Daniel \V. Hoan of Mil- 
waukee. 

They declared the cities were 
unable to borrow from local 
hanks, that tax collections were 
In default and that many cities 
would be unahtc to pay their po- 
lice, firemen and other employes 
after .luly 1,

Departmental Expenses 

Must Be Reduced 5 P. C., 

Employes Told 



ENFORCED VACATION 
TO BE ALTERNATIVE 



Mayor Curley yesterday demanded of 
employes of municipal departments un- 
der his control co-operative effort to 
save $435,000 in departmental costs or 
the payment of the penalty of an en- 
forced vacation of one week without 
pay in December. 



To arbitrary budget reductions of 
$360,000 which he ordered by curtail- 
ing street lighting, abandoning plans to 
purchase motor equipment for the po- 
lice and fire departments, reducing al- 
lotments for sidewalks, fuel, stationery, 
portage and supplies and by cutting 
down the item for payment, of accident 
claims, the mayor will add a 5 per cent, 
saving in departmental expenses aggre- 
gating $8,750,000. 

METHODS UP TO EMPLOYES 

The methods to be pursued In effect- 
ing this saving must be determined by I 
departmental employes. Items for 
equipment, maintenance and supplies 
will probably show a far more substan- 
tial reduction than the percentage 
designated by the mayor. The care of | 
motor equipment is expected to attract 
more attention than heretofore and 
repair bills will, It is anticipated, drop 
drastically. 

In solving the problem of cutting 
budget items $801,000 in order to keep 
total allowances within the mandatory 
appropriation limit of $36,750,000, desig- 
nated by the Legislature, the mayor re- 
fused to consider enforcement of a 
suggestion that all city employes be 
compelled to take an additional vaca- 
tion of two weeks without pay. 

"I believe that the city employes," 
said the mayor, "can save $435,000 in 
departmental costs. When they realize i 
that failure will mean a vacation with- 
out pay, I am convinced that they will 
practice every conceivable economy and 
insist upon actively co-operating in re- 
ducing expenses." 

All department heads except Police 
Commissioner Hultman attended the 
conference at which the mayor dis-' 
closed how he will bring the budget 
within the statutory limit. In order 
to obtain the reaction of Hultman to 
the elimination of the item of $24,000 
for new motor vehicles, an effort was 
made to contact him by telephone but 
without success. 

The mayor declared that cutting out 
every second arc lamp June 1 at a sav- 
ing of $127,000 will not cause any seri- 
ous results and that $40,000 for Are 
apparatus and $24,000 for police ears 
can be eliminated easlh cutting down 
appropriations by $25,6(,0 in each In- 
stance for stationery, postage and sup- 
plies, repairs to buildings and fuel and 
reducing by $50,000 the item for settle- 
ment of accident claims make an aggre- 
gate reduction of $366,000. 

In phraseology permitting of no mis- 
interpretation the mayor called on de- 
partfflent heads to Impress on their 
subordinates that there must be, prior 
to Dec. 10. a 5 per cent, decrease in 
expenditures other than salaries. 

The alternative is a week off in De- 
cember without pay. The mayor be- 
lieves that the penalty prescribed will 
be sufficient inspiration to the achieve- 
ment of the desired end. 

In rejecting the proposal to compel 
employes to take two weeks off without 
pay and thereby reduce salary require- 
ments the full amount of the necessary 
budget cut. the mayor based his de- 
cision on an appreciation of the fact 
that 65 per cent of the employes are 
contributing to the support of from one 
to three families.

No one knows what will happen to 
the financial program on which Gov 
Ely and the Republican leadens, like 
Lieut Gov Bacon, President Fish and 
Speaker Saltonstall, have apparently 
agreed. It is a matter of common 
knowledge that, although the credit of 
the State is still first-class arid the 
chief disturbing factor is the financial 

'condition of the municipalities, the 
outlook for even the Commonwealth 
Itself is at least annoying. 
There is no escape from one concltt- 

jslon-several of the cities are likely to 

'find themselves where Fall River Is 
unless they have assistance from the 
State. Some people believe the cities 

I should be aided by the State; others 
insist that the municipalities which 
have conducted their affairs with 
economy and on sound principles 
should not be compelled, through tire 
taxation of their citizens, to con- 
tribute to those cities which have been 

extravagant, careleas, and perhaps 

ivcir.w. The latter group of economists 
Contend thai one of the lessons to bo 

learned from the existing depression 

will be lost if the debts of the badly 
managed cities are to be practically- 
taken over by the State. Here is dis- 
agreement on the fundamental issue. 

Further, the means suggested, for 
iraislng money to meet the situation 
nro no more popular than other forms 
of taxation; and a proposal which 
unites in a single, measure several dif- 
ferent kinds of taxation is certain to 
bring about a union of all the oppos- 
ing forces, and the result may be 
fatal to the whole scheme. A bill to 
increase the income tax might be put 
through without great difficulties, but 
When to that are added the taxation 
of the dividends received on the 
.shares of Massachusetts Corporal ions. 
a tax on women, a sales tax and the 
transfer of some millions of dollars 
from the highway fUBd to the g.-ieiai 
funds of the State-under these cir- 
cumstances, the opposition is certain 
to be formidable. 

It Is interesting, as well as amusing, 
to observe that the opponents to the 
transfer of the highway fund are bj 
no means exclusively those who pay 
,„e tax on gasoline; their numbers 
hav ,. been swelled by the represents- 
Mvee of some of the individuals and 
corporations engaged in road work. 
; , n , K c. building and other enterprises 
ooinect^ with the construction of 
highways, which will be materially re- 
duced if $10,000,000. more or Less, tt.

Consequently, it will not do to as- 
sume that the prograafc will go 
through. On the other hand, it may 
he that parts of it, and perhaps the 
whole, will prove acceptable to the 
Legislature.

CURLEY SEES HOPE 
OF FEDERAL FUNDS 

Gives Radio Talk on Needs 
of American Cities 



Three States and more than 100C 
municipalities in the Nation are in a 
"condition bordering on absolute bank- 
ruptcy," Mayor James M. Curley said 
yesterday in a radio talk from station 
WNAC on the subject "Saving the 
Cities." 

Mayor Curley, who is president of 
the United States Mayors Confer- 
ence, said this condition has been re- 
vealed as a result of the fnvestigatlon 
by the Mayors. The situation has de- 
veloped since Nov 1, 1932, he said. 

"Our investigation," the Mayor said,, 
"further disclosed the fact that an 
average of about 1000 municipalities 
each month were destined to be in the 
same condition." 

Mayor Curley told of the conference 
he and other Mayors had last week 
with President Roosevelt and said that 
he believes the country's Chief Exec- 
utive is in accord with the recom- 
mendations made to make money 
available for cities to borrow in an- 
ticipation of taxes. 

"We were interested not only in the 
cities that are solvent," the Mayor 
said, "but likewise in those cities that 
were insolvent and bordering on bank- 
ruptcy and requiring assistance, for 
after all, 1000 municipalities or more 
are now in a condition of bankruptcy 
and three States of the Union are in a 
similar condition." 

He told of the Mayor's committee ap- 
pearing before a committee of Con- 
gress to favor advancing Federal; 
funds not only on tax delinquencies 
for 1932 but. to aid the cities which 
are hopelessly insolvent. 

The Mayor said another meeting is 
to be held In Washington l^ay 23. 

The Mayor also told of difficulties 
Boston Is encountering in obtaining 
loans and discussed the measures to 
lop off another three-quarters of a 
million dollars on the budget. He slid 
he has ordered the cuts made bMl 
added: "There is. however, every in- 
dication, regardless of the position 
taken by the bankers, we will be anle 
ti secure the funds from Washington. ' 
Mayor Curley praised the address <,1 
President Roosevelt on the radio Sun- 
day night and asked all to pray for 
hia "continued health and splendid 
leadershin."

A 17-year-old hoy, taken into cus- 
■ tody yesterday by police, admitted 
he may be the indirect cause of 
many a blighted romance through- 
out the city. 

Charged with stealing letters 
from mail boxes in homes, he re- 
vealed that whenever he came 
across love letters— and there were 
several — he would read the. senti- 
mental contents, smile and then 
throw the letters away. He con- 
fessed ransacking 25 mail boxes. 

The boy is James Torici. claim- 
ing to live with hi.- brother at a 
W. t Newton st. address. Six weeks 
ago he escaped from the Lyman 
School for Boys, where, he had been 
sent for delinquency. 

His letter racket was unique. 
After stealing letters with hank 
checks he would call upon persons 
for whom the mail was intended, 
announcing that he was a messrn 
' ger from the bank and that, there 
was a service charge for delivery. 
Returning with $37 and $26 checks 
yesterday to Prosper Chapel, of 68 
Waltham st., proved his undoing 
and he was taken in tow hy Special 
Officer! Coleman Morrison and 
.fohn .1. Sullivan of Station <• 

He also told police that on one 

'occasion he stole a pocketbook at 

St. Mary's Church, afterwards fell 

that it was a mistake and never 

repeated this type of larceny. 

Young Torici declared to the of- 
ficers that both bis parents died 
while he was hardly more than a 
b. hy and. in tears, said: 

'II my father and niolher were 
alive today this would never 
have happened." 

Torici claimed that at Lyman 
School he was farmed out to work 
from 3 a. m. to 7 p. m. for 30 cents 
a day and thai if he was returned 
to the farm job he "would escape 
again."

Boston Charter 

The House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee following a hearing, today reported 
favorably the resolve providing for the 
appointment of a special commission to 
' study proposed changes In the charter 
of the city of Boston. The measure will 
come up in the House of Representatives 
fur action tomorrow. 

Representative Chester Chase of New 
Bedford appeared earlier before the House 
Ways and Means Committee and declared 
that anv change in the resolve providing 
for the appointment of a special commis- 
sion to studvthe advisability of changing 
the charter might hinder pnswage of the 
legislation. . , . 

Representative Chase- appeared before 
1 the committee on behalf of the Commit- 
tee on Cities, which originally reported 
! the resolve. The Joint Rules Committee 
fixed the appropriation for the commis- 
sion at $5000. and Representative Chase 
! suggested that the amount be doubled. 
] He said the commission, which would 
consist of two senators, five representa- 
i tives and two persons to be appointed by 
i the governor, would need expert assist- 
J ance in its deliberations on the many 
I changes in the charter proposed in peti- 
I tions filed with the Legislature annually. 
Representative Christian A. Herter of 
I Boston, a member of the committee, aeked 
I Representative Chase If he had any ob- 
! jection to writing into the resolve that 
the purpose of the commission was to 
bring about a more efficient, and eco- 
nomlc administration of the city. The 
New Bedford legislator expressed the be- 
lief that any i hange in the present re- 
solve might hinder its passage. 

Abraham B. Caisson, legislative counsel 
for the city of Boston, was asked by the 
commtttee whether he desired to speak on 
the resolve, but he replied that the city 
had taken no position on the proposed 
legislation. In answer to a question as 
to whether the study was advisable, Mr. 
Casson said that some changes in the 
charter might be beneficial. Representa- 
tive Lewis R. Sullivan of Dorchester 
spoke In favor of the resolve.

While the Harvard overseers were 
plunged into deliberation over what the 
new president must and must not be, a 
new nomination was added to the lists 
oday hy Lafayette Mulligan, one-time 
lonor of' a City key to the Prince of Wales 
mil for many years an influential, albeit 
inobtrustve, personality in affairs of this 
iharaeter. 

The Mulligan Suggestion, made to 
virtually all parties, interested or not, 
md a fairish quantity of newspaper edi- 
tors, was as follows: (Mr. Mulligan being 
somewhat addicted to the "man-who" 
style of exposition it will be necessary 
[or the reader to follow him to the very 
end of his discourse in order to get the 
faintest idea of who his nominee may be. 
However . . .). 

"In these times of political, social and 
economic turmoil and confusion," said 
Mr. Mulligan, "a character has developed 
in this city so dominating and supreme 
as tn command the attention, respect ami 
admiration of persons in all walks of life. 
A disciple and protagonist of tho ideals 
of tho great Jefferson, by his preach- 
ments he lias restored faith, revived hope, 
and created opportunity in a time of cri- 
is lor tire despairing men and women of 
his community. A man who has been 
tried in time of peace and strife and who 
lias measured up to the highest attributes 
Of American citizenship. His economic 
doctrines have been accepted by the out- 
standing and representative civic bodies 
nf the city, such as the chamber of com- 
merce, tlie banking interests and even 
our powerful Fourth Estate has been 
sympathetic to ids spiritual and Intel? 
lectual enlightenment, Recently two dis- 
tinguished members of the Corporation of 



Harvard College, delegated to restore tti« 
financial integrity of the city, conferred 
with this eminent citizen and signifi^c 
their Implicit trust and confidence in his 
judgment. 

"The highest Executive of this nation— 
also a Harvard graduate— nominated him 
for an ambassadorship of great responsi- 
bility and trust.

ATTACKED BY COUNCIL 

The city council officially frowned yes- 
terday, but without authority to re- 
verse the decision, on the judgment of 
Mayor Curlev that cutting out every 
.second .street arc lamp in the city June 
1 for the balance of the year will be 
economically wise. 

| George W. Roberts, chairman of the 
appropriations committee, whose resolu- 
tion opposing such a move was unani- 
mously adopted, approved "sensible econ- 
omy," but balked at including the elimi- 
nation of street lights in an economy 
program. 

"It is imperative." he said, "that we 
should have more rather than less street 
lights. This plan will convert numer- 
ous districts into breeding places of 
crime." 

The council also asked the mayor w> 
reconsider his decision to decrease by 
$50,000 the budget allowance of $100,000 
for Granolithic s'dewalks. 



KELLY HALTS. RENEWS 
WARFARE ON MAYOR 

Councilman Francis E. Kelly of Dor- 
chester, whose attacks on Mayor Curley 
have been constant for more than three 
years, established a precedent yesterday 
by unreservedly commending the mayor 
for reappointing Dr. George G. Sears 
to the board of trustees of the City Hos- 
pital. 

To make certain that his transforma- 
tion from a Curley foe to an indorser 
was only temporary. Kelly resumed his 
private warfare later in the council 
meeting, with a customary weekly de- 
nunciation o r the mayor. 



MAYOR CURLEY'S REMARK 

At the City Hall conference Saturday, where 
all departments except the police were repre- 
sented, Mayor Curley made a remark, perhaps 
casually, perhaps not. which should be brought 
immediately to the attention of every city em- 
ploye. He was discussing the imperative need 
of additional economies. He mentioned the 
possibility of a two weeks' vacation for every- 
body, without pay. He did not like to go to 
that extreme, he said. But, he commented, if 
the necessary economies were not instituted, 
and a commission should take over the affairs 
of the city,— he looked down at his desk and 
remarked, "That wouldn't be so good, would 
it?" 

Correct! Boston city employes who know 
what has taken place in a thousand other cities, 
large and small, and in private industry, should 
consider themselves fortunate in comparison. 
The policy which has been carried out in Fall 
River makes ours look like a return to pros- 
perity. 



Boston must save another $800,000 this year 
if disaster is to be avoided. The reductions 
which the mayor ordered arbitrarily on Satur- 
day—and not a particle too arbitrarily — will 
save a few hundred thousands. It is up to the 
department heads and their employes to do 
the rest. The order is entirely reasonable, as 
not more than two or three departments have 
yet done all that is feasible. The details are 
not for the mayor to determine, but for his 
chief assistants, in co-operation with the com- 
petent budget commissioner. 

As between well-considered savings, spread 
over the rest of the year, and the loss of a 
week's or two weeks' pay in the fall, is there 
any doubt as to which course an intelligent 
person should take? The city employes them- 
selves stand to lose more than anybody else 
by failing to co-operate to the limit.

Details of Traffic Light 
Expense Demanded

The refusal of Traffic Commissioner 
Joseph A. Conry to instal a traffic 
light at Beacon st and Audubon road, 
Back Bay, inspired an attack on the 
commissioner yesterday by Councilor 
James Hein. The City Council was 
stirred by Councilor Hein's demand 
for detailed information about expendi- 
tures for traffic control equipment 
since Jan 1, 1932. The expense is not 
only for traffic lights, but for reflect- 
ing button signs and painting of 
streets. 

Councilor Hoin charged that Commis- 
sioner Conry was responsible for fatal 
accidents on Beacon st and said that 
Mr Conry's hobby is "determination 
tu get rid of Traffic Engineer Hurley. ' 
I The traffic light system was termed 
by Councilor Burke of Dorchester aa 
"the greatest modern racket ever 
brought to Boston." He said traffic i 
officers had increased rather than de- 
creased as promised. } 

"L" Levy "Two Millions" 

Councilor Kelly of Dorchester said 
that Commissioner Conry, despite the 
refusal of the hospital authorities and 
Public Works Commissioner Bourke to 
close Albany st, did so to enable a 
contractor to build a. tunnel connect- 
ing City Hospital buildings. 

City Councilors listened wiih inter- 
est while Councilor Francis Kelly of 
Dorchester praised Mayor James M. 
Curley. Kelly declared he really 
meant what he said, that the Mayor 
was entitled to commendation for re- 
appointing Dr George G. Sears to the I 
board of trustees of the Boston City 
Hospital. 

Councilor Dowd offered an order sug- ;

To Settle Patronage Ques-

WASHINGTON. May 9 — Senator 
Walsh returned to his congressional 
duties this morning after having passed 
a week-end in Massachusetts during 
which he is believed to have solved some 
of the Democratic patronage problems 
over which he was somewhat concerned 
last week. Mayor Curley is expected 
to visit the senator here within a fort- 
night for a conference at which all 
major Massachusetts appointments 
probably will be determined. 

Senator Marcus A Coolidge has 
shown little inclination to interfere 
with the distribution of patronage, ex- 
cept for one position, U. S. district 
attorney at Boston. Senator Coolidge 
has been anxious to see this appoint- 
ment go to M. Fred O'Connell, former 
mayor of Bltchburg and unsuccessful 
candidate for Congress last year from 
the third district. 

Senator Coolidge has notified Post- 
master General Farley that if he can 
unuence the appointment of O'Connell

as district attorney he will forego any 
claims to the remaining positions. 
Mayor Curley likewise has garced to 
adopt a complete hands-off attitude 
toward the patronage distribution, on 
condition that City Treasurer Edmund 
I,. Dolan of Boston be given the ap- 
pointment as collector of internal reve- 
nue at Boston. 

Senator Walsh thus far has been un- 
willing to agree to the appointment o 
e'ther O'Connell or Dolan. He lias had 
few contacts with Farley or President 
Roosevelt in patronage discussions, pre- 
ferring to wait until the approach of the 
time for the adjournment of the current 
special session of the Congress. 

It seems to be fairly definitely agreed 
that Chairman Joseph A. MaynMd of 
the Massachusetts Democratic state', 
committee will be made collector of the 
port while Leo H. Leary, law associate 
of Judge Edward L. Logan, is Dolan's 
chief contender for collector of internal 
revenue. , 

Miss Mary H. Ward of Boston has 
considerable' backing for appointment as 
immigration commissioner, but Senator 
Walsh has expressed the opinion thatj 
this position go to a representative of 
organized labor. 

As far as Washington observers have 
discovered. Gov. Ely has remained com- 
pletely aloof from the patronage dis- 
tribution problems, although he is a 
member of the national committee from 
his state. James Roosevelt, son nf the 
President, has made a few minor recom- 
mendations.

Welfare Inquiry Is 
Orderedby Curley 

Absence of the names of hundreds of 
welfare recipients trom the police lists 
now being compiled, together with allega- 
tions made in the City Council that per- 
sons were collecting municipal aid un- 
der fictitious names, has caused Mayor 
Curley to order a re-checking of the lists. 

Chairman Simon K. Hecht of the Wel- 
fare Department and Secretary Walter 
V. McCarthy, during the course of a 
lengthy interview with the mayor last 
night, insisted that nobody is allowed aid 
until his application is investigated. And 
in cases where names do not appear in 
the police lists each year for five con- 
secutive years, the applicants are also 
checked by State investigators, the wel- 
fare officials stated, 

Moreover, the officials contended that 
the police every year miss about 30,000 
residents in making up the April listing, 
and thousands of voters are compelled to 
re-register with the election commission 
yearly because their names were dropped 
from tho police lists. 

For the past year or more the statis- 
tics department of the city has been com- 
piling an index of all persons obtaining 
aid from the elty and has been unable, to 
locate hundreds of public aid recipients. 
The department officials explain that usu- 
ally persons who apply for city aid move 
to lower-priced tenements first.

Check and Recheck 

Not. only has Assistant Corporation 
Counsel Hale Power and Special Offi- 
cer Ernest Fanjoy of the Milk street 
station been conducting continual in- 
vestigations of the department, but on 
special mission from the Mayor's office 
Assistant Secretary Frank B. Howland 
has been assigned to check and re- 
check on complaints against the wel- 
fare cases. 



A special check-up cf Boston's 
public welfare rolls was started last 
night at the direction of Mayor Cur- 
Icy to determine why the names and 
addresses of hundreds of persons re- 
ceiving relief funds from the city 
treasury do not appear in the city 
directory or the annual police lists. 

The revelation that the names am' 
addresses did not show in the director) 
and police lists was made to the Mayoi 
by Chairman James P. Bolfe, of the 
City Statistics Department, whose of- 
fice for the past year has been compil- 
ing an index of ail persons obtaining 
aid of any kind from the city. 

In a conference, with the Mayor, last- 
ing an hour an a half, Chairman Simon 
E, Hecht and Secretary Walter V. Mc- 
Carthy, of the Overseers of Public Wel- 
fare, explained that hundreds of appli- 
cants for relief moved to lower-priced 
tenements before appealing for city aid, 
and for that reason the names end ad- 
dresses given by them to the Welfare 

Department aid not correspond with 

the directory or the police lists, which 
were compiled April 1, 1932. 

Another Explanation 

That the police every year miss about 

1)0,000 residents in making up the April 

1 listing, was another reason advanced 

by the overseers to explain the absence 

of the names of the welfare recipients 

from these annual lists. They pointed 

I out that thousands of voters are 

'obliged to re-register with the election 

commissioners here every year because 

their names were dropped from the 

' lists by the police. 

Insist Adequate Check Made 

Tbe'ovcrseers insisted that the public 
relief recipients were actual residents 
of the city because they had first been 
visited in their homes by city investi- 
gators before aid 'was granted. And In 
rases where names did not appear In 
the police lists each year for live con- 
secutive years, the applicants were also 
checked ' by State investigators, the 
welfare officials contended. 

Orders Recheck of Statistics

There are some 10,000 persons receiving public welfare 
aid whose names do not appear ih the recent police list, the 
voting list or the city directory. 

It is true, of course, that many people have changed their 
places of living because of the economic conditions, but it seems 
rather singular indeed that as many as 10,000 persons receiving 
public aid could escape the three lists that identify the residents 

of Boston. 

They should be checked and double-checked. 

Many thousands of dollars have been wasted in the good 
name of charity. 

Iu the early days of the depression, when the times were 
very distressing, the city of Boston adopted the very humane 
policy of feeding and clothing the people first and of verifying 
their right to aid later. 

But these times are behind us. Certainly there can be no 
reasonable excuse for spreading charity to professional pan- 
handlers and interlopers who may have flocked into Boston be- 
cause of this city's reputation for generosity.

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WELFARE CHECK-UP 

Welfare aid is being distributed to about 
32,000 persons in the city of Boston. The sta- 
tistics department at Oity Hall has aji index 
of the city which does not contain the names of 
some 10,000 of the recipients. This means that 
the habitation of one person in evevy three per- 
sons aided is in question. The situation thus 
intimated is alarming, to say the least. 

Waste and fraud always exist m any time 
of widespread want and large distribution of 
public funds. Such are the frailties of human 
nature that absolute exactitude in the admin- 
istration of a welfare system probably is im- 
possible. But if one-third of 30,000 persons are 
jimposing on the city, or even one-tenth of that 
number, it is clear that inexcusable laxity or 
deliberate deception exists somewhere, or else 
that the whole system has broken down and is 
incapable of proper functioning. The impression 
is general that the public welfare department 
is not administered as efficiently as it should 
be, that things are at loose ends, and that the 
taxpayers in consequence ar° subjected to an 
enormous over-charge. 

The only thing to do is to ascertain the facts. 
The public has a right to know them. Mayor 
Curley has ordered an investigation. The re- 



aheclcing ot tne statistic* which the- -welfare 
officials are to make should be a* accurate and 
complete as human fallibility admits. If noth- 
ing more than normal waste shall be disclosed 
the public will welcome the assurance that 
things are better than they seam. 

That thousands of persons are missed when 
the police make their annual lists may be true. 
but it is not an adequate defence of the ex- 
penditure of public funds for weeks and month* 
at a stretch to persons who cannot be found. 
Last June the city council ordered the statistics 
department to collect and maintain a central 
card index of habitations in the city. These 
cards contain annotations as to the names of all 
occupants, and their receipt, if any, of any 
public money of any kind, whether as welfare 
or pension, or in any other form. These are 
the lists on which the thousands of welfare 
|recipients are alleged not to be found.

OUR FERRY DEFICITS 
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The. Municipal Rescare.h Bureau calls atten- 
Mon anew to the enormous disparity between 
the cost and revenues ot the East Boston ferry 
system. Deficits in the last five years have piled 
up a total of S3.onn.onn. Not once in fifty years 
has the ferry made a profit. The total expense 
ol the ferries has been almost seven times the 
Income. When the cost of improvements is in- 
cluded, the expenditures arc more than eicht 
times the receipts. The red ink figure last yea.! 
was about $500,000. 

One line has been ibandoned. but the em- 
ployes are retained and one of the boats is added 
to the South line. In the opinion of the bnreaa 
the net savings from the abandonment will 
not amount to more than $75,000 a year. More- 
over, in the next seventeen years the city must 
itake care of a ferry debt amounting to »7M,000 

These constantly recurring huge deficits axe 
a challenge that ought to be faced and met 
They intimate what one expert considers "an 
atrocious lack of efficiency." A private business 
rwould find ways and means at the very least 
U reduce these deficits greatly. It has been 
said that the lass will be considerably less 
when the new vehicular tunnel to East Boston 
is opened. The saving is merely conjectural, 
however. Great changes have taken place since 
the tunnel was authorized. It will probably not 
be used so extensively as was thought, origin- 
ally. We should not be at all surprised if. some- 
how or other, the next, city administration 
should find some pretext for retaining our pres- 
ent ferry service in full.

A campaign into all parts of the city 
against delinquent taxpayers is planned 
by the collecting department as the re- 
sult of a compilation yesterday which 
revealed that more than half of the 
residents of Boston are delinquent in 
payments of their 1932 poll taxes. 

When the offices of William M. Mc- 
Morrow. city collector, closed yesterday 
noon 117.667 citizens had failed to pay 
the 1932 tax of $2, leaving the city with 
$235,334 outstanding poll taxes to col- 
lect. This figure does not include the 
total of the old age assistance tax of $1 
on each tax bill, the old age item being 
under special assessment. 

Constables who will start the cam- 
paign armed with court warrants will, 
be backed by statutes which permit 
them to arrest persons who have not 
yet paid. In addition to the tax, the 
delinquents will be forced to pay the fee 
and expenses of the constables serving 
the warrants. 

RESPONSE SLOW 
Every male citizen over 20 years of 
ago. who has failed to pay the tax has 
already received a demand-warrant 
with extra assessments for failure to 
pay from constables of the city. The 
demand -warrants were sent by mail 
nearly one month ago. and served ^no- 
tice on the delinquents to settle their 
accounts with the tax collector within 
tight days. 

Despite the warning and additional 
assessments added to the original tax 
bills, response* have been slow. With 
every effort being expended to increase 
the revenue of the city treasury, dras'.ic 
aoilon was decided on by the collector 
yesterday.

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POLITICS AND POLITICIANS

The Legislative Committee on Ways 
(and Means will take up tomorrow 
morning, once more, the important and 
perplexing question of taxation, and, 
It Is assumed, the ground already cov- 
ered In numerous committee hearings 
and discussions In the House of Rep- 
resentatlves will be traversed once 
more In every detail. The same argu- 
ments will bo presented on one side, 
and the same objections made on the 
other, and the result will probably 
be the same bill the committee would 
report if it had no additional hearings. 

Most peoplo believe that the bill pro- 
posed by Senator Parkman and his 
associates will be amended in some 
particulars. According to report, 
ulmost no one thinks the head tax 
on women will be adopted, but most 
of the expert bellevo the proposal to 
lay a tax on the dlvidend.3 received 
from the shares of Massachusetts 
corporations will carry. Between those 
two extremes there la wide difference 
of opinion. Some hope to see the wholo 
program adopted, while others think 
almost every provision will be rejected. 

Apparently Democrats and Repub- 
licans are now In agreement In re- 
gard to the diversion of $10,000,000, 
more or less, from the highway fund 
I to the general fund of the Common- 
wealth. Tho Republicans have tried to 
have the money so diverted go to the 
cities and towns for expenditure on 
local roads and streets, but have failed 
twlco. Now the Republicans are pre- 
pared to support Gov Ely In his effort 
to have tho money turned Into the 
treasury of the State, from which 
may be drawn for the ordinary pur- 
poses of govcrmont. If the .Democrats 
also back up the Governor, that proj- 
ect has a much better chance of suc- 
cess than tho others which have been 
offered. Much depends, however, on 
the attitude of the automobile owners 
and also on the Influence of the indi- 
viduals and organizations interested In 
maintaining road construction on the 
largo scalo followed In recent years. 

The situation, so far as the munici- 
palities are concerno-, Is better than 
it appeared to be a few weeks ago. 
Most of the cities have carried out 
economies which, although Individually 
small, have helped In the aggregate, 
and, for the first time in many months, 
tho payments In aid Of deserving citl- 
l zens in financial stringency have fallen 
off. Additional Improvement in general 
business and in employment will help 
materially. It Is taken foi granted that 
tho State will ask for the aid to which 
It will be entitled under Federal legis- 
lation; that amount will be a gift and 
not a. loan. 

Automobile Insurance 

There Is a. rumor that an effort will 
be made at this session of the Legisla- 
ture to repeal trio compulsory Insur- 
ance law, which requires every auto- 
mobile driver to carry Insurance cover- 
inir personal lnjurlea he may cause. 
The general opinion U that the at- , 
tempt will not succeed. Automobile ' 
drivers find fault from time to tlmo 
with the rates they pay for insurance, | 
but It is believed that on the whole 
the act now on the statute books is 
more acceptable than ever before. 

The law was enacted not for the sake 
of the people who driv,» automoolles 
nor of the insurance companies, but 



for the sake of pedestrians and other 
pocple who may bo injured. It Is, in 
effect, a piece of social welfare legisla- 
tion In which Massachusetts for tho 
moment is ahead of most cf tho rest 
of the country. No one ever believed 
the law would reduce the number of 
accidents on tlie highways; it was net 
drawn for that purpose. It gives 
reasonable assurance that victims of 
'accidents for which they themselves 
are In no degree responsible may re- 
ceive satisfaction to the extent that 
the payment of money can be ade- 
quate return for death or injury. 

The so-called "financial responsi- 
bility" plan wtiich operates in some 
other States provides, among other 
things, that the drivers of cars need 
not carry Insurance or give bonds 
until they have had one accident 
That is, a driver may nave one acci- 
dent before he Is compelled to estao- 
iirfi his financial responsibility. Con- 
sequently persons who ere killed or 
Injured In the first accident of a drivrr 
may fail to recover damages. It is 
said on what seems to be good 
authority that a very lar^'e proportion 
of accidents are first accidents for the 
drivers concerned therein. In such 
cases the sufferers are not certain 
they have any remody in . .*> courts.

As we start up the hill after the ! 
knie descent it is almost too much to !

There would have been no need of 
reducing the salaries of federal, state, 
and city employes if public opinion had 
been alive to the thousand and one.

Wage Cut an Issue 

I It is difficult to estimate at this 
time what will be the cross currents 
operating in November. But one 
thing is certain. Every candidate 

for the mayoralty will be asked how 
he stands on the matter of wage re- 
ductions for city employees and the 
question of economy in municipal ex- 
penditures and taxation are being 
agitated as never before. 

The present wage cut for "ity em- 
ployees expires Dec. 31. It will be 
the first question which the newly- 
elected Mayor will ht.ve to meet. He 
will be forced to decide whether to 
continue in force the present wage 



Will Urge Economy 

The argument will be strongly pre- 
sented that, following the example of 
the federal government and other 
States and municipalities, Boston 
must adopt the strictest economy. 
No one will question the need of 
weeding out unnecessary expenses in 
the administration of the city and 
the abandonment of all municipal 
luxuries. 

On the other hand, it is safe to 
presume that few if any candidates 
for the mayoralty will not declare 
for reinstatement of wages in the 
city. In prosperous times voters 
generally give little attention to the 
matter of expenditures or taxes. It 
is difficult to arouse their indigna- 
tion, but public expenditures are 
being scrutinired now as never be- 
fore. 

One of the things that marie Nichols 
so popular with city employees was the 
fact that as Mayor, he increased their 
payroll practically J,'i,000,000 a year. 
Under the administration of Mayor 
Curley there has been a drop of about 
1000 in the city employ, and there are 
in the vicinity of 300 vacancies in the 
police and fire departments. 

Not Boston Voters 

The main Is-ue Is certain to be 
economy. But some of those who 
analyse the situation from a very 
practical viewpoint state that only one 
out r.r four people either own or have 
an ociuily In a house in Boston. They 
argue that the payroll saving effected I 
by Curley only means a difference of 
e2 cents a thousand on the tax rate. 
This is not extremely important, it Is I 
asserted, to the small taxpayer who has 
a relative, friend or tenant whose in- 
come may be cut from JLtiO to S4»0 a 
year as a result of the economy pro- 
gramme. 

It Is also polntl d out that the or- 
ganized tight for economy and Inner 
taxation is made mostly by organiza- 
tions, the members of which do not 
live in the city and therefore do not 
vote here. No doubt exists about the 
seriousness of the situation so far as 
downtown property is concerned but 
this is nevertheless a fact, so far'as It 
concerns the leading proponents of 
economy. They do not vote in Boston 
however; thev may be able to influ- 
ence the voter's decision. 

No Need to Borrow 

With the steady increase in the 
tax rate of the city, it is the fact that 
80 per cent of the 1932 levy U in 



the treasury. And it fa. «lso to be 
recorded that during the bank holi- 
day the city treasury received $50,- 
000 in taxes, which under the cir- 
cumstances was remarkable. 

Most persons think that the city is 
compelled to borrow from the bank- 
ers in order to meet its payrolls and 
other indebtedness in advance of tax 
revenue. This makes a good talk- 
ing point, but it is not the fact. 

Boston is not at the mercy of the 
bankers. The law could easily be 
changed so that tax payments might 

be due on certain specified dates 

quarterly, for instance and except 

in extreme circumstances, the experi- 
ence of the city is that the money re- 
ceived would be sufficient to meet 
current needs, as well as other obliga- 
tions. A change of system would 
prevent the payment of interest 
money to the banks. 

Too Easy to Oct Loans 

There are plenty of small cities and 
towns throughout the country which, do 
not borrow money from bankers in an- 
ticipation of taxes, through a system, of 
regulated payments, and Boston is no 
exception to the rule, even in these 
straitened times. 

The trouble in the past has been that 
It was too easy to borrow money and 
there have been times when the city 
treasury contained just as much money 
" was .-ou-ht in loans from the hank- 
ers. .Ynrn.aU>, the hankers are press- 
ing lor the privilege of loaning money, 

All the signs and portents point to 
one of the most bitterly fought mayor- 
alty contesis hi yenrs. There 'are 
plenty of ,-ross rivalries which will 
come into play. The is«ue of ,. ol] „ n , y 
and lower taxes must he met four 
square. Kvery candidate will of 
course, stand for economy up to a cer- 
tain point. The theory will he accorded 
Plenty of hp service But they all will 
be faced with the direct question as to 
whether the wage scales of employees 
are to be returned Jan. 1. Here the 
Issue is not abstract, but definite.

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RENEWED CAMPAIGN FOR 
EMERGENCY RELIEF FUND 

Suspended Since Bank Moratorium— Goal Now 
$900,000 For Total of $4,500,000 



The rniipwrd drive for funds was be- 
gun today by the Boston Emergency 
Relief Campaign, with $901. .000 as its 
,'goal. Robert F. Herrick, general chatr- 
Iman, issued an appeal last night, the 
[first plea of the sort made since the 
.campaign was Suspended early in 
March, at the time of the tank mora- i 
toriiim. 

"Only by increased subscriptions on 
the part of those who have already 
given, and by generous donMions from 
the thousands of citizens »v*jo have not 
contributed, can the Boston Emergencj 
Relief Campaign achieve iht addition- 
al $900,000 needed to bring it to a 
successful close," he said. 

"For many thousands of persons, the 
lack of ready cash whtla the banks 
vere closed was their first meeting 
face, to face with the problem of how 
to feed their families. BHjr the thous- 
ands of worthy persons who are de- 
pendent during this crisis on the gen- 
erosity of others, that problem is al- 
ways present. 

"Throughout this campaign we have 
Sever lost our faith that conditions 
would improve and our organization, 
working through the various commit- 
tees and waid organizations, has tried 
to build up faith and hope in the fu- 
ture. Now that conditions have im- 
proved we must not forget that the 
work is not finished. 

"Our great job is now one of re- 
habilitation, of getting people back on 
their feet so that they may support 
their families and become real assets 
instead of public charges. I urge all 
those who have given, even generous- 
ly, to recognize the need and to give 
.•gain. 

j "And to these who have failed to 
«o their part, I suggest, that they 
shoulder their responsibilities and 
make a generous contribution. The 
success of this campaign will mean 
the end of charity drives for this year, 
and it should be a constant reproach 
to anyone who is able if ho has not 
■acrificed something for the unfortu- 
nate during this crisis." 

Mr Harriott'* statement was prompt-

G. Fcsseviden, chairman of the com- 
mittee representing all the agencies 
participating in the campaign. Mr 
Jrcssenden wrote as follows:

Relief Campaign. Their budgets, to- 
gether with a planned special emer- 
gency fund of $350,000 totalled approxi- 
mately $5,000,000, to be raised by pub- 
lic subscription during 19.1.'$. Due to 
curtailment of budgets and to the 
hope that Improving conditions will 
case the present extraordinary burden 
on our charities, it is hoped that a

"Thus far I understand the cam- 
paign has reported subscriptions of 
about $3,000,000 in hand or in sight.

Finds Boston Loses 
Tax Rate Advantage 

Research Bureau Deplores j 
Rale Above Average of 

Nearbv Communities 

■ , j 

In its latest bulletin. Boston Municipal j 
Research Bureau announces that the city 
of Boston has lost an important advan- 
tage in a tax rate which exceeds the av- 
erage for the eighteen surrounding oitlef 
In the metropolitan area and also the av- 
erage rate tor the entire State. Comment- 
ing upon tlie fact, the Bureau says: 

"Mourning the loss of so important ail 
advantage to Huston's industry and com- 
merce, and the community as a whole, 
cannot restore !!•• i-ity in its former po- 
sition. Genuine and far-reaching re- 
trenchment ran da s"." 

The bulletin speaks of the recent dis- 
continuance of Hi.- .Vorth Ferry as by 
no means solving the ferry problem, since 
the announced intention of the adminis- 
tration is not to discharge any of the 
employe.es. A saving of only $75,000 is 
figured by the discontinuance of one line. 
Moreover, between 1033 and 1950 the tax- 
payers must pav off $769,000 in ferry 
debt. 

"The opening of the East Boston traffic 
tunnel will not necessarily reduce the 
deficit; In fact. It may increase it," the 
bulletin says. "Boston may be faced with 
the predicament of having throe public!* 
controlled and competing transportation 
lines to and from East Boston — the. Ele- 
vated, the traffic tunnel, and the ferries 
— with the taxpayer paying the yearly 
deficits of ail three." 

The Bureau reiterates its opinion that 
the city cannot afford the proposed Hunt- 
ington avenue subway, which is still 
before the General Court, ami con- 
gratulates tile city that i In- legislature 
reduced the city appropriation limit by 
$750,000. Speaking of the need of re- 
trenchment in expenditures, the Bulletin 
says: 

"For several years city officials have 
professed either unwillingness or Inabll- 
ily to retrench to an adequate degree. 
.Each budget 1- )>■ • "-.-ni'-d as 'airtight' or 
'the irreducible minimum.' Civic bodies 
have been invited and even challenged to 
show .vhere further i-eduetionB can bo 
mad.-. The public will be interested to 
know that the way to furthei retrench- 
ment has now been charted In two re- 
ports recently made on city appropria- 
tions. The only question remaining is 
|thut of the willingness of city officials to 
reduce appropriations further when the 
i way is shown I hem. 

"These two entirely independent 
studies' won recently presented to the 
legislative committee on municipal finance 
in connection with the Boston approprla.

A stupendous municipal housing 
plan. Involving upwards of $40,000,000 
which the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration may be requested to loan the 
city, is the objective of Mayor Curley 
as the closing achievement of 33 years 
of service in public offices lo whL'h he 
has bee., elected by the Voters of Bos- 
ton. 

'Die Mea, not vet advanced beyond 
the embryonic stage, concerns the wip-( 
ing out of so-called slum di.-> icts In 
at least Ave sections of the city and 
the erection of modern apartmen' 
houses which It will be possible to rem. 
at prices within the purse of families 
of worklngmcn. 

The district* which have been chosen 
are Charlo.-.town. the North. West and 
(South ends, and a pan of South Bos- 
ton. 

' Secrecy has shrouded the study by 
experts of the plan which Mayor Cur- 
icy has conceived in perspective. He 
is keenly anxious to have the idea con- 
verted into such comprehensive plans 
that basis will be made for a fu.-.nal ; 
application to the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation for the loan of the ' 
necessary funds. 

An important phase of the plan Is 
the arousing of a favorable public 
opinion. The districts which have been 
tentatively chosen are typical cosmo- 
politan residential sections which are 
regarded as clmirable places for the 
c' n-elopmont of the plan which has 
I er carried out with varying measures 
of success in other large municipali- 
ties. 

No offical intimation of the charac- 
ter or extent of the mayor's plan has 
b.- u permitted to be made known, but 
ox the idea U at present purely vision- 



ary, little or riu chance for progress 
has been available. 

It la understood that the mayor, re- 
gardless of whether he completes his 
present term and concludes his politi- 
cal service within the city Jan. 1. or 
whether he accepts a federal position, 
is desirous of creating a permanent 
civic monument to inspire future gen- 
erations to recall the success of a poor 
Roxburv boy in public life. 

The fir men to whom the mayor's 
housing plans have been imtolded have 
been astounded by the gigantic char- 
acter of his ,<cheme. but in snitc of the 
millions which are involved it is under- 
stood that he is optimistic about his 
ability of selling the plan to the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation and 
obtaining the required lunds. 

For three years the mayor has vig- 
orously expounded his conviction that 
vast programs of public work5 would 
do more to bring an end to the busi- 
ness depression than any other form 
of public endeavor. 

His conviction remains unchanged 
and the espousal by President Roose- 
velt of a variety of gigantic public 
Work! plans has strengthened the 
mayor's belief that his viewpoint is 
fundamentally sound. 

The housing projects which he con- 
templates would have a twofold ob- 
jective. They would relieve unemploy- 
ment to the extent of providing work 
for thousands and would furnish mod- 
ern homes in place of cheap tenements 
m rookeries which are numerous in the 
cosmopolitan residential districts of the 
city. 

How speedily the idea will be formu- 
lated into comprehensive plans is prob- 
lematical. The mayor is keenly de- 
sirous of securing co-operation "which 
will assure a rapid development. 

He is ambitious to perpetuate the 
name of James M. Curlev and to make 
it Synonymous with Boston. The 

chances of achieving the success winch 

he visualizes are admittedly doubtful 
but the mayor is disposed to take ad- 
vantage of the funds within control of 
I lie Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion by a determined efTort to utilize 
the money for the beautification of his 
native city.

To the Editor of the Post: 

Sir— In your editorial, "Why Not Build 
In the Suburbs?" you voiced objections 
to Mayor Curley's plan for a "Prado" 
in the North End. Vou mentioned that 
if we are lo have model tenements 
neither the North End nor the West 
End is the place for them. Where else 
are they more sorely needed'.' Would 
not a plan to eradicate the antiquated 
tenements and construct modern apart- 
ment houses with provisions for a 
plentiful supply of light and air be a 
wonderful and humane achievement for 
the city of Boston? 

It was also stated that people live in 
tenements because the rents are low 
and that as soon as they are able to 
pay higher rents they will move to the 
suburbs. On the contrary, rents in the 
North End are abnormally high. The 
average family pays from $25 to $35 a 
month for a 4 or 5-room apartment with 
many paying a great deal more than 
this. From what I read in the paper* 
and from what I hear, the renls in the 
suburbs do not average any higher. 

We are heartily agreed with your 
statement that we should not perpet- 
uate the crowding of the North and 
West Ends. But If all the old build- 
ings should be demolished and replaced 
with beautiful apartments with spa- ! 
clou*, airy surroundings, homes would 
be proportionately reduced and the 
crowded districts would be eliminated.

U.S. MAY ALLOT 
HUB $4,000,000 
TO AID JOBLESS 

Revelation that the City of Bos- 
ton may obtain $4,000,000 for un- 
employment relief from the U. S. 
Government under the terms of the 
LaFollette-Costigan bill, was made 
before the city council yesterday 
by Budget Commissioner Charles 
I. Fox. 

Fox declared that $9,400,000 wae 
allotted to relief in the? city budget, 
and that he expected the remainder 
of the $13,000,000 necessary would 
come from the federal government. 

The council passed an order pro- 
viding $2,675,000 for the welfare de- 
partment in addition to $4,575,000 
already appropriated. It is predict- 
ed this will keep the department in 
funds until August. 

A new appropriation of $270,000 
■was made to the Soldiers' Relief 
department. 

While these measures were be- 
fore the Council, dole increases to 
all families of seven or less on the 
welfare list were announced by the 
public overseers, while a $2 week- 
ly reduction is put into effect for 
families of eight or more. 

The increases will total a $500,- 
000 annual welfare increase. Un- 
der the new scale n man and wife 
now getting $6 weekiy will receive 
$7, a family of three receiving $7 
will get $9, a family of four will 
get $10 Instead of $9, a family of 
five will get $12 instead of $10, a 
family of six will get $13 Instead 
of $12, and a family of seven re- 
ceiving $13 will now be allowed 
$15. The maximum payment for 
all families is $15.

The. wisdom of favorable action In 
the Legislature upon two bills which 
would permit the city of Boston to 
divert *1 ,000 ,000 for two years from 
existing funds was impressed upon the 
Boston delegations In the House and 
Senate by Mayor Curloy, at a lunch 
he tendered them this noon at the 
Hotel Bellevue.

Governor Ely and Mayor Curley are exactly right when 
they say that the new tax plan calculated to raise an additional 
$25,000,000 for relief of our cities and towns will work some in- 
justices upon some of our people.

Speeding Up WorK on 
$19,000,000 Project 



Boston's $1 (1,000,000 vehicular tunnel, 
connecting the downtown city with East 
Boston, will bo opened to motorists 
early in February, as a result of the 
speeding up of the construction work 
ordered by Colonel Thomas F. Sullivan, 
chairman of the transit commission, in 
charge of the development. 

Of the 53 buildings that stood in the 
way of the downtown tunnel approach, 
all have been levelled to the ground ex- 
cept one, the tenants of which will va- 
cate by June 1, so that the last structure 
may be razed to provide a direct plaza 
from Dock square to the tunnel porta! 
at Cros» street, between Hanover and 
North. 

Although the tube has been paved to 
permit automobiles to pass over 1U 
mile-lohg course under the harbor to a 
point near Central square, East Boston, 
it will require eight more months to tile 
the tunnel and Install 40 miles of elec- 
tric wiring, signals, lights and powei 
equipment, as well as the proposed 
ventilation system, according to Colonel 
Sullivan's estimates.

Children's Building at City Hospital, One of World's 
Finest, Named For Late Wife of Mayor 




The Mary E. Curley Pavilion, newly 
constructed at the City Hospital for 
the treatment of children and erected 
to the memory anf Mary Kmelda Cur- 
ley,, was dedicated this morning. A 
large number of prominent men and 
women attended the ceremonies in the 
amphitheatre of the Thorndike Me- 
morial. 

Trustee George G. Sears, MD, was 
the presiding officer. An address was 
delivered by Carl Dreyfus of the 
fcoard of trustees of the hospital, who 
m followed by Mayor James M. 
Curley. A portrait in oils of the late 
Mary Emelda Curley, wife of the 
Mayor, was presented to the pavilion 
by her son, Francis Curley. The ben- 
ediction was by Rev Charles E. Eaton. 
The program opened with selections 
by an orchestra and closed with "The 
Star Spangled Banner." 

At the conclusion of the dedicatory 
ceremonies, the audience inspected the 
building, said to be one of the finest 
in the world for the treatment of 
children. 



No Riveting Racket 

The building is unusual in construc- 
tion in many ways, one of which is 
the. manner of building toe structural 
frteel framing. This framing was en- 
tirely electric welded, and thus the 
noise incidental to the use of pneumat- 
ic hammers dtriving rivets so disturb- 
ing to patients in the other building?, 
was eliminated. It was the first build- 
ing in Boston to be so constiucted and 
probably the first in the country of its 
*ize. 

The building is entirely of first-class 
construction throughout, with fireproof 
concrete and masonry floors, walls, 
partitions and roof. It is built, of se- 
lected watorstruok face brick, with 
Btone trimmings, granite and limestone. 
James H. Ritchie and associates were 
the architects and engineers. 

Every arrangement has been made 
for the proper treatment, care and com- 
fort of the small patients for whom 
the pavilion is constructed. Airing 
balconies with glas3 floors lead off the 
wards on each cif the nine floors on 
the southern elevations, and on the 
roof is the large enclosed soiarlum for 
sun and sun-lamp treatment, with the 
rest of the flat roof surfaced with tils 
and arranged for additional outdoor 
etin treatment of patients. 

The window glazing Is of the type 
of glass which permits entrance of the 
health-giving- ultra-violet rays of the 
:uin's spectrum. There is spociai air 
conditioning manufactured weather ap- 
paratus for maintaining exact control 
of temperature and humidity on the 
top floors for the nurseries for the 
premature infants. Noise on these 
floors is reduced to the minimum by 
the installation of acoustical material 

in the walla and ceilings.

offices and rooms also. On the seventh 
and eighth floors are the premature in- 
fants' isolation rooms. 

The basement, contains the milk lab. 
oratory, examination rooms, patients' 
clothes storage, offices, soiled-clothes 
room and dumbwaiter machine room. 
The milk laboratory is especially 
equipped in every way for research 
work and scientific preparation of milk 
diets. 

The interior trim is metal and win- 
dows and frames are of steel. In- 
cluded in the construction are metal 
fireproof doors and frames, metal bas- 
sinets, frames and partitions in iso- 
lation, and premature infants' nurs- 
eries on seventh and eighth floors; 
electric passenger and service elevators 
serving all floors. 

Mayor (,'urley's Remarks 

Trustee Carly Dreyfus paid tribute 
to the memory of Mrs Curley. He said 
the Mayor was the best friend the. City 
Hospital ever had. 

Mayor Curley expressed on behalf 
of his family and himself sincere ap- 
preciation of the great honor to the 
memory of Mrs Curley in the, naming 
of the new building.

TO BE MAYOR 
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Mansfield Early Announce- 
ment Move to Capture 
G. G. A. Indorsement

The mayoralty election in November 
promises to be a free-for-all battle 
among a flock of aspirant*. 

The early formal announcement of 
Frederick W. Mansfield, who lost to 
Mayor Curley by 19.000 votes in 1929, 
of his determination to ran again, is 
considered to have been impelled by 
developments of the utmost consequence I 1 
to the Mansfield campaign plans. , 

In addition to informing 96,000 sup- | 
porters of Mansfield in 1929 that he will 
welcome their votes In November, the 
announcement was timed to force the 
application of brakes to a scheme of the 
Good Government Association which 
does not recognize Mansfield as the 
recipient of the Goo Goo indorsement. 

A move to bring forth Judge Michael 
H. Sullivan as a candidate wearing the 
Goo Good label has tentatively been 
considered by the directors of the asso- 
ciation and it is the Mansfield strategy 
not only to checkmate this plan but io 
force the association to recognize Itl 
obligation to again indorse him. Mans- 
field has maintained that the indorse- 
ment was specifically guaranteed him. 

With the Mansfield group somewhat 
disconcerted, Dist.-Atty. William .7. 
Foley, regarded by observers as the out- 
standing candidate of the moment be- 
cause of his strength in South Boston 
and Dorchester, is beset by unrelated 
problems. 

That Foley has relied heavily on the . 
support of Martin M. Lomasney has I 
been obvious for months. It Is now ex- 
tremelv doubtful if Lomasney will be | 
a factor in the mayoralty campaign or 
any future political contest. His health 
is shattered and if his intimate friends 
can exercise control of him, he made 
his last political fight to elect his pro- 
tege, William M. Prendible, clerk of the 
superior criminal court. In addition 
conditions in the Hendricks Club have 
markedly changed. Instead of unani- 
mity there is open discord and predic- 
tions are heard that there will be a 
real political row in the West and North 
ends in November. 

The loss of Lomasney's active sup- 
port and guidance will be a severe blow 
to the hopes of Foley. Another source 
of trouble to him lies in the probability 
that President Joseph McGrath Is to 
succeed Mayor Curley for a period of 
several months and that McGrath will 
enter the mayoralty contest. 

McGrath has maintained silence 
about any mayoralty urge but it Is con- 
sidered certain that if he gains the 
opportunity to serve as mayor his name 
will be added to the list of entrants.

It is impossible to obtain from Lev- 
erett Saltonstall, Speaker of the State 
Hquse of Bep'esentatives, any infor- 
mation al out what he intends to do in 
politics in the year 1 ; immediately 
ahead. His reply to all inquiries is that 
he. is giving his attention to the post 
he- "now occupies and does not propose 
at' present to be concerned about any 
other. Sooner or later, however, he 
must make up his mind. 

The custom in the Republican party 
in the days when it controlled the j 
State was to promote the Lieutenant | 
Governor to the Governorship and, I 
with an occasional exception, to move . 
the Sreaker up to the Lieutenant Gov- | 
ernor's place, but the politicians see ! 
embart ssment in following that rule ' 
this yf r. Lieut Gov Gaspar G. Bacon 
and Speaker Saltonstall, to be wholly ' 
frank, represent the same class in the 
community, and many Republicans 
think it would be politically unwise to 
nominate those two men for the 
highest positions in the State Govern- 
ment. 

Mr Saltonstall, therefore, Is un- 
fortunately situated. He is one of the 
most popular speakers the Massachu- 
setts House has ever had; Democrats 
as well as Republicans like him. He 
is modest, unassuming, able and 
sound.

Last year, although his 
name came last on the ballot, he re- 
ceived only about 7300 votes less than 
Lieut Gov Bacon and led the rest of 
the Republican candidates on the 
State ticket. 

They swear by Mr Warner in Bristol 
County, where" he has always lived 
and his father lived before him. The 
Attorney General is well known in the 
rest of the State also. One of the 
criticisms which some people make of 
Mr Bacon and Mr Saltonstall can be 
directed at Mr Warner also, for all 
three men are graduates of Harvard 
College. When Mr Warner was an 
undergraduate at Harvard his room- 
mate was Rev Robert H. Lord, who 
became an expert on the history of 
Eastern Europe, was for several years 
professor of history at Harvard and is 
now a priest in the Catholic Church. 

It is said that John W. Haigis of 
Greenfield may be a candidate for the 
Republican nomination for Lieutenant 
Governor.

The Taxation Situation 

The taxation situation in Massachu- 
setts is as obscure as it ha.s been at 
any time. No one can tell what the 
legislature will do towards providing 
new means of raising money for the 
State, but some who are in touch with 
the State Senators and Representa- 
tives are still inclined to think the 
whole program prepared by the lead- 
ers at the State House may be re- 
jected. 

Almost everybody believes the pro- 
posed "head tax" on women will fall 
of passage. Those who are critical of 
It say that in many, perhaps in most, 
instances it would be in reality nn 
additional tax on the male residents 
of the State. The plan of laying a 
tax on women has never been popular 
although it has been brought forward 
more than once. In the present 
dilemma it is commonly regarded as 
perhaps a. basis for bargaining. 

Very active efforts to defeat the 
sales t.*x and to prevent ihe transfer 
of funds from thi highway fund to 
the general fund of the State are under 
way. The opponents of those two 
methods of aiding the State irear-nrv, 
as well as those who do not approve 
of the tav on ivrm.rn, have made uOnV 
mon cause and have, it appears, a rea- 
sonable chance nf'auoc«*s.

business depression is so far beyond 
ordinary conditions that' rtiis feeling 
may be' in part overcome. 

One thing is certain: The financial 
needs of the State and of the munici- 
palities must be met, and the only way 
of obtaining the money is to get it 
from the taxpayers. The important 
i matter is to determine the easiest and 
most equitable, means of imposing 
these taxes. The transfer from the 
highway fund commends itself because 
it provides and easy way of getting 
money. The gasoline (ax will he paid, 
and it will be simple to turn $10,000,- 
000 of it Into the State treasury and 
use it for the every-day needs of the 
Government, hut the opponents of that 
project say it would be, in thn first 
place, a breach of faith, and, in the 
second place, an unfair burden on the 
automobile owners and drivers, al- 
ready taxed in various ways. 

The Boston Mayoralty 

Frederick W. Mansfield's announce- 
ment that he will be a candidate thia 
year for Mayor of Boston adds in- 
terest to a campaign which has been 
in progress for a long time. There 
are two other avowed candidates— 
Dist Atty William J. Foley and Fx- 
Congressman Joseph F. O'Connell- 
and it is as certain as anything can' 
be that Ex-Mayor Malcolm F. Nichols, 
will soon say in definite words that he j 
would like to fill again the office ha ! 
once held. Mr Nichols' friends have 
been for many months hard at work 
in his behalf. 

Mr Mansfield said truly that he 
would have been stronger four years 
ago if he had made an earlier an- 
nouncement, of his candidacy. The 
Good Government Association, which, 
in spite of the prejudice against It in 
some quarters, is a powerful influence 
in municipal elections, delayed n. long 
lime before deciding whom it would 
support four years ago, and its hesita- 
tion reacted against Mr Mansfield. He 
suffered also from the widespread 
opinion that Mr Curley, who had the 
backing of many leaders previously 
hostile to him, was certain to be 
elected. 

Most of the. politicians think, al- 
though the belief may be unjustifiable, 
that the leaders of the Good Govern- 
ment Association are still friendly to 
Mr Mansfield and will do what they 
can to give him the endorsement of 
that organization. If that guess proves 
to be sound, Mr Mansfield will be on 
paper, much more advantageously 
placed than he was when he ran be- 
fore. There is still the possibility that 
the Good Government Association will 
endorse Mr Nichols, whom it backed 
wh"n he was elected Mayor. Doubt- 
less Mr Nichols would like that en- 
dorsement. Mr Foley, on the other 
hand, s'-vms to be proceeding on the 
theory that he cannot expect the Good 
Government support.

ADDRESS CREDIT UNION LEAGUE 
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The exceptional record of the credit 
unions "during the long period of cor. 
iiiptioii among the members or the 
banking fraternity" was praised last 
night by Mayor James M. Curley, 
speaking at the annual banquet of the 
Credit Union League in Hotel West- 
minster. 

The Mayor declared (hat, although 
there were 10,000 bank failures or 
closings in the period between 192U 
and 3930, "and almost as many more 
In the succeeding two years," thero 
was not "one single failure, among tho 
credit unions which operate in 36 of 
the 48 States." 

Credit unions, he asserted, have made 
It possible for many persons to own 
their own homes and "the real secur- 
ity of a Nation Is more dependent upon 
the nurrvber of home owners in its 
population than upon any other 
factor. " 

"In a Nation of home owners. " gald 
the Mayor, "we need never fear tho 
encroachments of Bolshevism or Com- 
munism." 

Saved From "Loan Sharks"

"Industry," he said, "*IH be given I 
a chance to make pacts which meas- 
ure up fairly to a definite American 
standard. These pacts as approved by 
the President will be in force for tho 
whole of the industry and any mem- 
ber of the industry who violates them 
will feel the heavy hand of the 'senior 
partner' in the form of fines or im- 
j prisonment." 

"There Is only one way," said Mr 
Roosevelt, "to make this new crei 
succeed and that is for every in- 
dividual and every group to work out 
definite contributions to the progress 
of the Nation as a whole. 

"If we all cooperate and work to- 
gether, we are going to see, not the 
unstable, speculative prosperity of a 
few years ago, but a new and better, 
all-round prosperity."

Mayor Curley will leave for Wash- 
ington tonight, to preside at the post- 
poned conference of municipal leaders 
representing cities with more than 100,- 
000 population. Though the conference 
is his primary purpose for visiting the 
capital, rumors persist that Boston's 
mayor is slated for an important feder- 
al post. 

The purpose of the mayor's confer- 
ence is to impress upon Congress the 
plan which would allow hard-pressed 
cities to borrow money from the fed- 
eral reserve board and the Reconstruc- 
tion Corporation on taxes, both antici- 
pated and delinquent. 

Also current in the affairs of official 
Washington is the problem of lighterage, 
concerning which a hearing opened to- 
day before the interstate commerce 
commission. This battle, of direct in- 
terest to Boston, is being waged by the 
ports of Boston and New Jersey against 
tile port of New York. Boston' hopes to 
succeed in forcing New York to abandon 
free lighterage, which would mean 
much additional revenue for this city.

mayorship of Boston. I say amusing 
because some of them would be really 
jocular, if it were not for the sericus- 
ness of the outcome of the contest 
for that high and honorable office. 
Secondly, because I have been ap- 
proached by many splendid people, in- 
dividuals and groups alike, who seem 
desirous of knowing as to the likeli- 
hood of my becoming a. candidate, and 
if not to whom it is most likely T will 
cast such little Influence as may he 
mine In that contest. 

Service Rather Than Ambition 

"I feel that these people are entitled 
to know my riosition aa far as I am 
able to determine that position at the 
J present time. To my way of thinking 
] i o man should say, particularly If that 
man is interested first In rendering a 
service to our city, that ha la regard- 
less of all considerations a final and 
definite, candidate for Mayor. 

•It Is to be presumed that on« who 
aspires for office does so with a full 
knowledge of the responsibilities of tha 
office and hopes through his candidacy 
lo render a public, service to our city 
rather than to gratify a personal am- 
bition, however laudable that may be. 

Three Main Matter*

opinion, but, however, it. does seem that 
now would be a splendid time to call 
a halt on further candidacies self-an- 
nounced, and for whom there is no 
great public acclamation, and give 
ea-nesl thought to the serious side of 
this question. 

"The three principal matters for all 
to consider, to my mind, are these: 
First, the welfare of all classes of our 
taxpayers; second, the interests of our 
business and industrial institutions, and 
third, the relief of our city employees 
and all others in our community who, 
because of unfortunate circumstances, 
have been deprived of the full benefit 
of their earning power by cuts in wages. 
To this might be added a fourth mat- 
ter that concerns the future welfare of 
our city, and through our city our 
State and nation, namely; the protection 
of the educational curriculum of our 
Boston schools to a sufficient degree 
that the children of the working masses 
of our people are afforded a fair chance 
of an education somewhat comparable. 
|to say the least, with the children of 
wealth and of those well-to-do. 

Will Help Proper Candidate 

"These are indeed serious matters, 
and the gratifying of a selfish ambition 
that would endanger the successful 
solving of these problems must be pre- 
\ anted, 

"To this end I hope to lend myself 
'and I say after some 20 years of politi- 
cal experience and service to my city 
and State, as leader of the House of 
Representatives under democracy's 
greatest Governor, the Hon. David I. 
Walsh, as party leader in the Massa- 
chusetts Slate Senate, as a member of

BROADCAST SPEECHES 
MARK MARITIME DAY 

Smith Pleads U. S, Ship- 
ping Case in Radio Address 

NEW YORK, May 22 (A. P.)— Amer- 
ican patronage of American shipping 
was urged tonight by Alfred E. Smith 
in an address In observance of 
Maritime Day. 

As a result of the Jones-White act 
of 1D2S, Smith said, "We have put tho 
American flag back upon the world's 
main trade routes and created a 
reservoir of men and ships available 
for national emergency." 

Urging support of the country's ship- 
ping, .Air Smith said: "In the North 
Atlantic trade, which Is the most ac- 
tive in the world, of the 20 or 25 per- 
cent of the passcngerswhn are foreign- 
ers, the proportion selecting American 
steamers is almost negligible, while of 
the remaining 75 or SO percent who 
are Americans, more than half use ' 
foreign vessels. 

"We have a half-bihion dollar annual 
bill for marine freight and passenger 
service which the American public 
pays. Of this amount fully two-thlrdj 
goes to foreign shipping." 

A new era has dawned upon the port 
of Boston from the standpoint of 
maritime progress, activity and pros- 
perity, Mayor James M. Curley said 
yesterday afternoon In a radio address 
from Station WNAC in observance of 
Maritime Day.

An appropriation budget of $49,117,- 
710.11 was submitted by Mayor Curle.v 
yesterday to the city council. Alloca- 
tions do not include the cost of educa- 
tion, interest on temporary loans in an- 
ticipation of taxes 0T an approximate 
maintenance of the public welfare and 
soldiers' relief departments beyond $7,- 
850,000 already appropriated. 

In contrast with the 1932 budget, the 
aggregate appropriations recommended 
to the council purport to disclose a re- 
duction in excess of S4.000.000, but be- 
cause of the incompleteness of the 
schedules of departmental costs, the 
budget provides no accurate basis for 
comparison with expenditures in 1932. 

School appropriations have been rough- j 
ly figured at SI 7,000,000.

Washington, May 24— Under the chair 
manship of Mayor James M. Curley of 
Boston, heads of fifty of the largest cities 
In the. United States began their confer- 
ence here this morning to canvass their 
financial prohlems. Main attention cen- 
tered around the credit situation, ft cred- 
it cannot be obtained, Mr. Curley pointed 
out, the following results may be ex- 
pected: 

Solvent cities will be forced to default. 
Thousands of municipal employees will 
be unpaid. Cities will be forced to resort 
to scrip which will circulate at uncertain 
prices. Essential government services 
may break down. And finally a. public 
works program, the bulk of which is 
municipal construction, will be impossible. 
As a remedy Curley urged the enact- 
ment of legislation authorizing the 
ft, F C. to purchase or make loans to 
cities on tax anticipation notes. This 
authorization, he said, could be safe- 
guarded by limiting loans to 7f> per CSni 
of the 1933 levy and to 50 per cent of 
the 1932 delinquencies. lie Suggested 
that the emergency legislation bo limbed 
as to time. 

Crirlov estimated the needs of the 
sixty major cities at. $300,000,000 dollars, 
with possibly less than $100,000,000 ac- 
tually being applied for. "When these 
solvent cities are placed on their feet," 
he told the conference, "national recov- 
ery will bo helped. J'ublic business is 
the largest business In the United Slates. 
No direct expenditure is involved but a 
revolving credit is essential." 

In a Statement issued prior to the 
meeting today, Mayor Curley praised the 
action of the House Judiciary sub-corn- 
nittlee in reporting- legislation to give 
financial help to cities. He Bald: 

"The Fletcher bill represents an im- 
portant forward step In the buttress- 
ing of the financial structure of the 
nation. This bill renders It possible 
Hi rough conferences negotiating for 
it city Which I* either solvent or experi- 
encing difficulty in meeting its obligations 
to adjust, trends upon a. basis which it is 
possible for the municipality to meet. At 
(he present time more tliHii one thousand 
municipalities are in need of reorganisa- 
tion of this character In order to continue 
to function.

"The United States conference of 
mayors is also urging the enactment of 
legislation (or the relief of cities that, 
are solvent but that can only continue 
solvent, through the creation of a wirier 
market for distribution of tax anticipa- 
tion and delinquent warrants. Under 
existing laws banking institutions are 
not permitted to invest more than 10 
ler cent of their capital in tax warrants.

"During the present year many lines 
of activity in the United States has been

which they are under the law permitted 
to hold. An amendment to the Recon-

"They 
want to throw a lot of fellows Into the 
tight to split up the vote. But we 
learned our lesson the last time and It 
cannot happen again." 
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EASY MONEY? NO! 

Those Bostonians who think that we are out 
of the woods already, that local expenditures 
will go down steadfy and rapidly from now on, 
that prudential administration is no longer 
necessary, should study the tabulation of local 
relief outlays in the last three years. They 
were a million a month last year. They are 
now running higher than ever before. For the 
first four months of 1933 they exceeded the cor- 
responding total of 1932 by almost a half million. 
No decrease is yet in prospect. On the contrary, 
the budget estimate of the current year is $633,- 
000 greater than in 1932. 

A tabulation which City Hall has given The 
Herald includes all money spent by the public 
welfare department for dependents' and mothers' 
aid and old age pensions. The other expendi- 
tures, except for administration, are not large. 
Here are the figures:

process or In good lalth assured therein reason- 
ably designed to bring the ordinary current ex- 
penditures thereof within the prudently esti- 
mated revenues thereof." 

To this we may add a passage taken from a 
speech which Gov. Roosevelt made in July, 1931. 
He was discussing state aid to municipalities, 
and the principle which he expressed applies to 
the federal fund. Said the Governor: 

Too frequently, however, state aid is 
granted and the money turned over to the 
localities without requiring that its expendi- 
tures shall be subject to state supervision- 
without exacting any guaranties that the aid 
so granted will be economically used or ap- 
plied to reduce the local tax load. 
I In short, the government is not going to be 
an easv mark. The states, and municipalities 
must have a clean bill of health before obtaining 
assistance. This does not mean that we in 
Massachusetts should refrain from asking Wash- 
ington for our proper share. We should not be 
so grossly foolish as to have mock scruples above 
drawing 01) a fund to which the commonwealth 
contributes handsomely. But we must still bal- 
ance budgets. Waste must be eliminated. All 
feasible economies must be made. Local efforts 
must be continued vigorously. 

Heretofore manv communities have used 
additional revenue as a pretext for increased 
expenditures. The views of Mr. Hopkins. Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, Budget Commissioner Douglas 
and the others responsible for the $500,000,000 
law indicates to us that this practice will not 
be tolerated any longer. 



The problem which distressed Boston has 
already received attention from Harry L. Hop- 
kins, the federal relief administrator. His words 
ought to come to the attention of every law- 
making and administrative official in Massachu- 
setts. Some of them have probably been looking 
on him as a national Santa Claus, who will dis- 
tribute the $500,000,000 fund without much fuss. 
We can find no such implication in his first 
statement as relief administrator. He said in 
part, (we have rearranged the order of his 
sentences) : 

Of course we will not forget that there 
are a lot of people to be taken care of, and 
that the government is going to keep people 
from going hungry, but an unconscionable 
number of people are obtaining relief. It 
will not be my business to per]x>tuate in the 
United States a policy which will keep 16,- 
000,000 people on the relief rolls. We will 
begin with the premise that direct relief is 
a bad thing. Certainly the states and com- 
munities have got to go to work and do their 
part or we are licked before we start. Cer- 
tainly it was not the intent of Congress or 
the President that the government is going 
to hold the bag. 

Let 111 not expect, therefore, that a city or a 
state is to get any portion of the federal funds 
just for the asking. Let us renumber, too. that 
the law itself is not so loosely drawn that tem- 
porizing politicians can escape their obligations. 
One clause of the industrial recovery law says 
that "in deciding to extend any aid or grant 
hereunder to any state, county or municipality, 
the President may consider whether action is in

Safeguard by Licus 

"This authorization can be safe- 
guarded by limiting loans up to 75 
percent of the 1933 levy and up to 50 
percent of the 1932 delinquencies. A 
two-year period of repayment can be 
made a lien on new moneys. 

"A careful estimate of the needs of 
60 major cities is $300,000,000. Perhaps 
less than ?10O,00O,000 would actually 
be applied for. When these solvent 
cities are placed on their feet through 
the extension of legitimate credit, na- 
tional recovery will be helped. 

"The action of the judiciary sub- 
committee in reporting favorably the 
Willcox-Fletcher bill represents an im- 
portant forward step in the buttress- 
ing of the financial structure of the 
Nation.

WASHINGTON. May 24 (AP)— Mort 
han 40 mayors of large cities voted 
ate tonight to present to congressional 
eaders a description, couched in brist- 
ling terms, of the plight of American 
municipalities. 

Discouraged and angry at what they 
called a cool reception by President 
Roosevelt of their proposal for relief of 
financially distressed cities, the dele- 
gates to the conference of mayors in- 
structed their executive committee to 
prepare a strongly worded resolution 
for presentation to administration and 
congressional chieftains tomorrow. 

Earlier in the day. the mayors 
adopted a resolution indorsing the 
Fletcher-Willcox bill to expand the 
bankruptcy act to insolvent cities, and 
recommending legislation authorizing 
the Federal Reserve Bank or the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation to make 
loans to municipalities upon tax an- 
ticipation warrants. 

Specifically, the mayors seek to bor- 
row from the national treasury at a low- 
interest rate up to 75 per cent, on ax 
anticipation warrants for 1933 and up 
to 50 per cent, of tax delinquencies up 
to 1932, the loans to be repaid in two 
years. „ 

Mayor Curley, president of the con- 
ference, and other executives expressed 
belief that unless such assistance was 
forthcoming the cities could no longer 
function. • 

Mayor Curley said that the President 

told them he was unable to give nis ap- 
I proval to the proposal for loans of up to 
75 per cent, on tax anticipation because 
to do so might mean that similar legisla- 
tion might in fairness be necessary for 
state governments. Curley said, how- 
ever, that he felt "some real progress 
had been made," in obtaining presi- 
dential approval of the Fletcher-Willcox 
bill to extend provisions of the bank- 
ruptcy laws to insolvent cities, and a 
promise of consideration lor their pro- 
posal to give authorization to the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank to purchase short- 
term municipal securities. 

The committee of mayors also left 
with President Roosevelt, a brier, pre- 
pared at Hie suggestion of James A. 
Rose commander of the Massachusetts 
department, American Legion, com- 
mending the President for his statement 
announcing that veterans compensauca 
regulations would be modified and re- 
questing him to extend the modification 
to cases affecting demented and tu- 
bercular veterans, and widows and 
orphans of veterans.

Major Curley to Fly 
with Family Sunday 
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Mayor Jan~.es M. Curley and three of 
his children will go flying- from the Bos- 
ton Airport Sunday afternoon. This 
morning- he informed E. J. Whiteomb, 
New England representative of United 
Air Lines, that he would bring- Mary, 
George and Paul to the airport in the 
afternoon to lly in the new Boeing high 
sipeed transport plane that is coming here 
from New York to be the feature of a 
Sportsmen Pilot's air meet. Along with 
the mayor and his family on board the 
plane will be Frederic Snyder, president 
of the Boston Chamber of Commerce; 
Adjutant General John H. Agncw, who 
will represent the governor, and William 
P. Long, park commissioner. 

In arranging for the mayor's flight this 
morning, Mr. Whiteomb said that he 
hoped to take the mayor on a speedy 
flight along the South Shore and thence 
to Providence and back to Boston, cover- 
ing more than 100 mites in thirty min- 
utes. The plane is capable of 'flying at 
speeds close to 200 miles an hour and is 
powered with two Pratt and Whitney 
Waap engines. The plane will be on ex- 
hibition at the Boston Airport tomorrow 
from 10 A.M. until 5 P.M. 

An informal luncheon has been planned 
for the I'nited Air Lines' guests at the 
airport restaurant at noon. In addition 
to the visit of the high speed Boeing a 
number of feature events, including bomb 
dropping, acrobatic flying and races have 
been planned by Joseph Burnett and his 
committee in charge of the Sportsmen 
Pilot's part of the program.

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4 CITY FRUIT DEALERS 
ON CURLEY BLACKLIST 

.Mayor Accuses Firms of Attempt to 
Charge Exorbitant Prices 

Mayor Curley yesterday blacklisted 
permanently four prominent Boston 
firms dealing in fruits and vegetables 
for collusion in attempting to charge 
the city exorbitant prices after driving 
from competition for city contracts all 
smaller firms. 

The mayor declared that he was 
justified by the fact that purchases for 
the needs of municipal institutions in 
June, for which the lowest bidder 
among the four firms asked $16,525. 
were made in the open market for $11,- 
462. He calling the saving of S50B5 a 
decrease of 30 per cent, from the lowest 
bid. 

' He charged that the four firms, by 
resort to cut-throat tactic i lghtened 
smaller competitors from seeking city 
contracts for the monthly requirements 
of the institutions. 

He ordered Superintendent of Sup- 
plies Chapman to disregard any bid! 
hereafter submitted by the four firm; 
for citv business. 



FIRE DEPARTMENT VACANCIES 
ALSO NEED FILLING 

People's Editor: 

I read J. R.'s letter in which he 
says there are about 178 vacancies in, 
the Boston police department and in 
which he urges that more men be 
put on as new officers receive only 
$26.52 a week. If he inquired as to 
the Boston fire department he would 
find between 300 and 400 vacancies. 

Bostonians may smile at the small 
town fire departments, but if our 
friends from the country want to get 
a laugh all they have to do is see our 
fire department going to a fire. They 
would see three large engines carry- 
ing five men— three drivers, a lieuten- 
ant and a fireman. They arrive at 
the fire only to have to wait until 
other contingents of four or five en- 
gines arrive before they have suffi- 
cient men to enable them to start 
fighting the lire. I am not condemn- 
ing the firemen as they are doing 
more than is necessary for one man! 
to do. 

Have you noticed all the second 
alarms at small fires lately? They 
have to sound a second alarm in order 
to get more men to properly fight 
the fires. 

Evidently Boston is waiting for a 
fire like Ellsworth or Auburn before 
it realizes how short-handed its fire 
and police departments are. 

If business is on the uptrend why 
doesn't Mayor Curley show his con- 
fidence by filling the vacancies in the 
police and fire departments. Hult- 
man can't put men on or he would 
have done so long ago.

WASHINGTON. May 2« (A. P.)- 
Massachusetts Democrats in the Capitol, 
chafing against the protracted delay in 
making patronage appointments, today 
were predicting that the "patronage 
moratorium" would be relaxed soon, 
possibly within a fortnight.

Few interested 
in politic! in Boston were unacquainted 
with him He was held in the highest 
of esteem and despite the fact that over 
a period of many years he was forced 
to reject counties requests for the aid 
pi his influence he was known as a 
man without an enemy. 

Mr Biennan's sphinx-like attitude 
bade him something of a mysterious 
Bfure in municipal politics. He Wind 
little and his phiases were always care- 
fully chosen. His words always carried 
a ring of real sincerity and he had the 
faculty of rejecting appeals for aid 
without incurring the antagonism of the 
applicants. 

He was a. native of Roxbury, the son 
of the late John Brcnnan. and was 54 
years old. He attended tl.e Roxbury 
schools and in boyhood entered the em- 
ploy of the late Timothy Smith, In 
whose department store at Dudley 
sireet he rose by successive steps to the 
position of store manager. 

During the lifetime of Mr. smith he 
lianed as heavily upon Mr. Brennan as 
has Mayor Curley in the past 15 years.

Mayor Curley and Dr May Among Speakers to American 
Psychiatric Association at Opening of 89th 
Annual Meeting Here 



The diminishing or insanity can be 
achieved by generous and wise spend- 
ing of money, just as diphtheria, ty- 
phoid fever and the bubonic plague 
were diminished, Mayor James M. Cur- 
ley said yesterday at the formal open- 
ing of the 89tH annual meeting of the 
American Psychiatric Association at 
the Hotel Statler. 

"Whether insanity is curable is a 
matter of money, in my opinion," the 
Mayor said. "I believe it can be licked 
with money, just as diphtheria was. 

"Services rendered are equivalent to 
salaries paid. Starvation wages are no 
good. Some years ago, when the wages 
were low in our public hospitals and 
institutions, the mortality rate was 
nigh. Then we raised the pay of order- I 
lies, internes and nurses, and almost 
over night the mortality rate dropped. 

"In the treatment of the mentally I 
diseased, courtesy and kindliness must i 
be used and this extra attention, so 
to speak, is usually not present when 
funds are small, salaries low. and 
equipment inadequate. The combating 
of disease is an economic problem. 



In England there are opportunities 
for the people of low grade intelligence 
which are not present in America. I 
suppose Americana would never think 
of employing them as house servants. 
Yet we put out a number of fellows 
who are capable of washing dishes 
doing housework and gardening. 

"We train them for these occupa- ! 
tions at Caterham, pay them with a ' 
small amount of pocket money which 
they save for their train fares home 
They know, generally, that if thev 
don't save the money they can't go 

SSSEfc They are * lven dfienite respon- 
sibilities to assume. 

"The notion that the mentally de- 
ficient are raging lions is absurd. 
Alter all, they are quite harmless." 



Mayor Curley, speaking at Me- 
morial Day exercises on Boston 
Commo- yesterday, condemned the 
pacifist movement in America and 
praised President Roosevelt for 
his courage in correcting unjU3t 
slashes in veterans' compensation.

English Methods 

Dr Charles J. C. Karl of the Cater- 
ham Mental Hospital, Surrey, Eng, in 
an interview, discussed the contrasting 
American and English methods of 
dealing with the mentally deficient. At 
Caterham most of the patients are 
young boys, and considerable freedom 
Is given them. 

"We tell them that if they wish to 
escape to do so on a fine day, after 
tea. Their chances, then, will be 
much better. It will be daylight, they 
will have had something to eat, and 
there will be no need of their wan- 
dering aimlessly about in the dark or 
the fog. 

"We impress on them, of course, 
that if they do escape, they can never 
return to Caterham. We have little 
trouble. Because, Caterham is a 
pleasant place, more attractive than 
the'r own homes, for the most part, 
there is really nothing for them to 
escape from. 

Allowed to Go Home 

"So, there is nothing done to pre- 
vent their escape. They are allowed 
to go home for weekends and the only 
ones who let Ul down are those who 
miss the last train on Sunday night. 
However, a great many people who 
are not mentally deficient miss the 
Inst train on Sunday night, so that is 
not particularly alarming. / 

"The only danger from *o much 
freedom is that they might be knocked 
idown by a bus. But that has hap- 
Ipened only once at Caterham. And 
then, the boy was walking across the 
load at night in the fog. His acci- 
dent was hardly due to mental de- 
ficiency. 



Dr May Speaks 

, Dr James V. May of Boston, presi- 
dent of the association, spoke on the 
I establishment of psychiatric standards 

By the association. 
I "The time has come." he said 
when we must decide whether this 
association is to assume the responsi- 
bility for the establishment, of definite 
psychiatric standards which will un- 
questionably be generally recognized 
and accepted in this 'country or 
whether we are willing to leave the 
solution of these important problems 
to others. 

"There would appear to be a well 
defined tendency on the part of many 
to look upon psychiatry as the great 
popular playground of medical soi-nee 
It seems to have a fatal fascination 
for the uninitiated, appealing to medi- 
cal as well as lay amateurs. 

"It is quite obvious that measures 
of some kind will eventually be 
adopted either by the American Medi- 
cal Association, the State medical so- 
cieties, the National Board of Medical 
Examiners, or all of these organiza- 
tions, for the qualification of special- 
ists in the various branches of medi- 
cine, including our own, unless this 
association decides to qualify candi- 
dates for specialization in the field of 
psychiatry, and insists upon a recog- 
nition of its authority to take such 
action. 

"It will at least be conceded, I 
think, that if we maintain a position 
of supremacy in our own field we must 
establish standards fully equivalent to 
those already erected by the surgeons 
internists, ophthalmologists, otolaryn- 
gologists obstetricians, gynecologists 
dermatologists, „ n <3 podiatrists.

A rap at the "higher-ups" In Wash- 
ington and throughout the nation whose 
names are contained on the J. p. Mor- 
gan "rift list" was made, yesterday hy 
District Attorney William J. Foley be- 
fore a crowd of several hundred gath- 
ered in Old Calvary cemetery to pay 
tribute to the soldier dead. 

The Suffolk County prosecutor made 
his attack on the moneyed Interests 
while x dozen or more patriotic and 
memorial exercises were being staged 
throughout Old Calvary.

With the heal of muffled drums and 
the silver poignancy of "Taps" sound- 
ing abjve n requiem ot rain, Boston 
and Massachusetts honored their war 
c!< sad yesterday during Memorial day 
ceremonies In scores of cities and towns, 
which were particlpu ted in bjt ttaoun- 



The white-haired veterans, too olef'to 
march, dim rf eye and wavering of 
movement, also hart places of honor 
upon platforms from which orators in 
Blowing verbiage described the deeds of 
the old men when young. The old men 
sat and dozed — they tired quickly for 
all their effort not to— and seemed 
scarcely conscious of that which went 
on before them. They heard oratorical 
roars concerning Gettysburg and the j 
Battle of the Wilderness. Lookout 
Mountain and Vicksburg, but if the elo- 
quence brought a flash of reality to the 
past, the old men gave no sign of it. 
As an orator in Dorchester reached 
his climax, one of the two civil war 
veterans '. ho sat on the p'.atform, raised 
a trembling finger and beckoned to his 
son. himself an elderly man. "I am 
very tired," he said. "Don't you think 
we could go home?" And in almost 
every instance the r"«'ory and exercises I 
continued long after the aged civil war' 
veterans had retired from the scenes 
of the ceremonies. 

For all the dr.-ary grayness of yes- ' 
terday, the exercises were not without 
'heir color. There was the khaki of 
the national guard, the blue and orange 
ot the legion, the blue and white of the 
navy. There was the blare of bugles, 
the rattle of musketry, the clank of 
sabres.

Thirty-nine parcels of property of an 
aggregate assessed valuation in 1932 of 
$2,431,400, between Chardon and Merri- 
mac streets. West end. and Hanover 
and Cross streets. North end, have been 
taken by the. transit commission for the 
construction of another 80-foot avenue 
of approach to the portal of the East 
Boston traffic tunnel and the creation 
of a traffic circle in Haymarket square. 
In each instance an award of $1 has 
been made to the owner of record, a 
decision of the transit commission ap- 
proved by Mayor Curley, which is cer- 
tain to be vigorously criticised by the 
finance commission. 

Legislative authorization has provided 
a bond Issue of $3,000,000 to meet the 
cost of the project, In spite of a report 
than an appeal is contemplated to the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation to 
loan the requisite funds, Mayor Cur- 
ley declared without ro . ?rvation yester- 
day that the financing will be done by 
the sale of traffic tunnel bonds.

It 
is expected that numerous awards will 
be made within the next three weeks 
which will be satisfactory to owners. 

Although the total valuation of the 
property involved Is $2,431,400, only 
part, of five buildings, including the 
$300,000 holding of the Bowdoin real 
estate trust at 116 Portland street, will 
be taken. As no determination of the 
damages which will bo paid in these 
instances is possible, no estimate of the 
probable total payments for land and 
buildings can be made. 

Work on the project is intended to j 
be started as quickly as bonds can be 
disposed of. The job is expected to be 
completed before the end of the year. 

The plan filed at the registry of deeds 
by the transit commission shows no! 
change.s from the tentative plan sub- 
mitted to the Legislature in 1932 when 
the project, finally fastened to the $16,- 
000.000 East, Bof.ton tunnel, was author- 
ized after long and bitter controversy. 
It is held to be a forerunner of the 
widening of Chardon street, which has 
been twice rejected by the Legislature. 
| Such an addition would provide a wide 
thoroughfare from Bowdoin square to 
the tunnel portal. 

The existing plan provides an 80-foot 
roadway, beginning at Chardon and 
Merrimac. streets, where property oni 
the northerly side of Merrimac street 
has been marked for destruction. By 
wiping out buildings between Merrimac 
street and Mirket street and obliterat- 
ing this thoroughfare which runs only 
a few feets connecting Portland and 
Merrimac streets, a square will be 
created from which access to Canal 
street via Traverse street will be made 
easy. 

The widening plan calls for the de- 
struction of buildings on Friend street 
south of Merrimac street, including the 
old fire station where ladder 1 is lo- 
cated and the conversion into the Hay- 
market square traffic circle, which will 
have a diameter of 200 feet, of build- 
ings abutting the square on Merrimac, 
Canal, Cross and Blackstone streets. 

East of Haymarket square Cross 
street, now a narrow thoroughfare, will 
be made 80 feet in width by obliterat- 
ing buildings on both sides Of it.
